bereas age are well infozmsd, and do viſibly perceive a peeſent ſcarcity of Po⸗ 
ners thioughout the circuit of Our whole Dominions, occaſioned by the late il- 
llegal and pꝛonuſcuous buying ard ſelling of all loꝛts of Gold and Silver at high- 
er rates then ever Tt oz any of Our Royal P2ogenitos have allowed in Dur 
Pint, which therefoze is expozted, whereby no Gold 02 Silver can be bzought 

dthyither, but to the lols of ſuch as bing the ſame, which (tis pzobable) no man 

will do: And ſo in conſequencea great decay 02 utter ruine of the general Stock 

LDN of Moneys (both foꝛ pꝛeſeut and future times) muſt neceſſarily follow, if this 
LENSES. milchicf be not ſpeedily pꝛedented by a ſevere and ſtrict obſervance of thoſe many 
d and wholcſom Statutes, Laws, and Pꝛoclamations (both antient and mo⸗ 
dern) made and Oꝛzdained by Our Royal Pꝛedeceſſoꝛs and Pꝛogenitoꝛs in that behalf. And Wie find- 
ing, and humbly acknowledging it hath pleaſed Almighty God to blels Our Kingdoms with a plente- 
ous and rich Dowzy of native and home⸗ bꝛed Commodities, voth by Sea and Land, above ſome of Our 
Neighbours, the Expoꝛtation and 1 whereof may bꝛing great Treaſure, both of Gold and Silver 
into Our ſeveral Kingdoms, which ſv bꝛought in, ſhould there remain a perpetual Stock not to go-fozth 
gain, but be preſerved as well toꝛ making and maintaining of juſt and honozable Wars ODffenlive oꝛ De⸗ 


fenſive, as foꝛ adozning and furniſhing Our Domigigns in time of Peace, and ſtrengtheni 

with Reputation; Which followeth ſuch Princes aggſxeſteemed rich in Treaſure : And conlidering the 
makers and Oꝛdainers of the afozeſaid Statutes, As and Pzoclamations, had pzudently and pꝛobi⸗ 
dently fozeſeen, that if no Gold oꝛ Silver ſhould be ſutzred (directly oꝛ indirectly) to be Expoꝛted aut of 
this Nation, it nut qu kollow, that the Fonin Commodities, which are foꝛ the moft part but 
delicacies, ſuperfluities, oꝛ trifles (which in it leik isa ping intolerable) could not poſsibly be Impoꝛt⸗ 
ed in greater quantities, then the native Commod $01 Dur Dominions might at leaſt balance and 
anſwer in Commerce, becauſe no other means was lei to ſatisfie oꝛ ſupply the Ov by Our own 
Gold oz Silver; and by continuance of ſuch courſe, theſe Nations might have been ſerure, and certain 
never to have run behinde-hand, oꝛ become indebted, ad pet ſtill remain in great polsibility to increaſe 
in Weaith and Treaſure, even as it ever happens coPyudent ſingle Perſons, whereof the Publickis the 
compact. Upon theſe and many other Wei oniidexations, We, with the Advice of Pur Pꝛiby 
Councel, are reſolved to follow the ſafe and ſolid warnt Pur Royal Pꝛogenttoꝛs, foz the good of all 
Our loving Subjects: And We dotherefoze publithand declare Our Royal Will and Pleaſure to be, 
and We do hereby ftreightty Command and Charge, Zyat no perſon oz perſons, Alien oꝛ Denizen, oz 
other Subject of what eſtate oꝛ quality ſoever, do at am time hereafter (without Our ſpecial Licence al⸗ 
ready granted, oꝛ hereafter to be obtained) tranſport, garry, oz convey, oꝛ attempt, t, alsiſt, oꝛ en- 
deavour to expoꝛt, carry, oꝛ convey out of Pur Domus, any Gold oz Silver, in Plate, Jewels, 


Coyn, Ueſſels, Gold-{iniths work, Bullion in malga@therwiſe whatſoever, n pain of Pur hea- 
vy Indignation and diſpleaſure, and ſuch further parhment, as by the Law Realm may be in- 
flicted.on them fo2 ſuch their offence. And to the end at none of Our loving Subjects may hereafter 
be deceived, 02 deceive themſelves through ignozanceogthe many and good Laws and Statutes in this 
behalf made by Our Nopal Anceſtozs, and now in mae, 2 — mo it fit and requiſite to inſert 


the particular bꝛanches thereof in this Our Proclama The Statute madeat York in 
the ninth year of King Edward the third called, The gute of Money, Firſt, Sixth, and Ninth Chapters, 
whereby it is pzovided, that from thencefoꝛth none ha carry any Sterling out of the Realm of Eng- 
land no: Silver in Plate, no2 Ueſlelof Gold oꝛ SilverMpon pain of fozfeiture of the ſame Money, Plate 
o2 Ueſlel: And that the Mayoꝛ and Bayliffs inevetyPozt, where Merchants and Ships be, ſhould 
take an Oath of the Palters and Merchants of hn going and coming again, that ſhould do no 
fraud againſt the pꝛoviſion of that Law in any point, Wthat good and ſtreight Ward ſhould be made in 
all places upon the Sea-coafts, in Havens, andellewbe, where any arrival ſhould be, by good and law⸗ 
ful men thereto woꝛn, that in the Kings Name teyWould make diligent ſearch, that no man, of 
what eſtate oz condition ſorver, ſhduld carry out of ie ealm Sterling Money, Silver in coyn, either 
of Gold, oz Silver, o2 Plate, no2 Ueſſel of Gold n er without the Kings Licence, as by the ſame 
Statute (amongſt other things) moze fully doth appear and one other Statute made in the Fifth year 
of King Richard the ſecond, the [econd Chapter, whertbyit was aſſented and accozded,Thatno manner of 
People, mann Wd p2ivily o2 apertiy ſend oz bzing, oz do to be ſent 
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— and Warden of the Cinque-Pozts, and his Deputies, and all other Pur Judges, Ba⸗ 
rons of the Erchequer, Juſtices of Peace, Officers and Miniſters (and moze eſpecially Our Officers of 
Our Mint) Cuſtomers, Comptrollers, and Searchers and their Deputies, and Maite rs in all 
and every of Our Pozts, and all other Officers and Miniſters to whom it may appertain, and to all 
Our Subjects in general, that all — every the Statutes and P2oclamations afozeſaid, and all and 
every Bzanch and Clauſe thereof, fo as afozeſaid, reſpectively made againſt the Expoꝛtation of Gold oꝛ 
Silver, in coyn oꝛ Bullion, Jewels, Plate oꝛ Ueſſels, and buying and ſelling of all ſoꝛts of Gold oz 
Silver above the Rates appointed in Our Mint, o other things therein contained; as alſo againſt 
Culling, Waſhing, oz otherwiſe Diminiſhing Our currant Moneys, be ſtraightly kept, duely ob- 
(ſerved, and diligently and carefully pꝛolecuted and 3 execution, upon pain not only of the Penal⸗ 
— —— in the ſaid Statutes oꝛ any ot them contained, but allo of Our high Indignation 
re. 4 


And We do further by theſe Pꝛeſents ſtraightly Command and Charge all Merchants and their Fa⸗ 
02s, Maſters of Ships, Mariners, Paſſengers, and all other Our loving Subjects whatloever, 
that ſhall have any notice of Gold oꝛ Silver incoyn, Jewels, Plate, Ueſſels, Bullion oz otherwiſe 
| er, which ſhall be hereafter Expogted (without Our ſpecial Licence) oꝛ Shipped fo Expoꝛta⸗ 
tion (reaſonable Charges foꝛ the Uoyage dnely excepted) oz ſhall be gathered oz got together by 
change oꝛ otherwiſe, with intention to Erpozt, m put into the hands of ſuch as ſhall Expoꝛt it, That 
ey foꝛthwith reveal the ſame to Our Treaſurer of England, Our Under-Treaſuzer, d other Our 
cers befoze mentioned foz the time being; fox which their Service, every Searcher, oꝛ other perſon 
that ſhall diſcover oz ſeize any Gold oz Silver in Coyn, Jewels, Plate, in Maſs oz otherwiſe, in 
any Ship, Ueſſel, oꝛ Plate intended to be Exported, ſhall have and receive in reward, the one half 
of the Sold or Silver, oz the value thereof, being ſeized and recovered to Our uſe: And on the other 
part, if they ſhall not diſcover the ſame as afo2eſaid, they ſhall incur and receive fuch condign puniſh- 
ment, as by the Laws of this Our Realm, andPur Pzerogative Royal may be inflicted on them. 


And whereas there is daily a great conſumption of the heavy currant Silver, Coyns and Bullion of 
the Kingdom, in making Gold and Silver Wyer,Gold and Silver Thzeed, Spangles, Ones, Purles 
and Lace, ccc. alſo by the flight and deceitful adultrate making theſe afozeſaid Manufactures of courſe 
Silver, under Sterling, tothe great damage and abuſe of the Wearers of Gold and Silver Lace, 
| andlikewiſeavaſt expence and waſte of Gold in all ſozt of Gildings, whereby many irregularities and 

Abules are daily pzactiſed therein, to * Gold of Our Kingdom, We do intend, and 
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in due time take ſuch fiziet courſe, as h u reduce the makers ok theſe Manufactures into f 
w_ that all theſeabuſes fozmerly put upon Dur Subjects, ſhall fo the future be prevented, and 
theſe Manufactures of Gold- and Silver dut iy regulated and aflayed- accozding to the Laws and 
Statutes of Our Kingdom. | | 

And We further Will and Command, That this Our Pꝛoclamation be ſet. up and fired openly to 


be read in all and every ok Dur Cuſtom houl es in this Our Kingdom of England, and Dominion of 
Wales. a s
